Five Americans bound for 
Cuba in defiance of a State t 
Department ban on travel to 
the Communist island arrived 
here today and refused to 
surrender their passports to 
a U.S. Embassy official. 

“We were told that if we 
insisted on going to Cuba our 
passports would be invali- 
date,” said 20-year-old Susatn^ 
Rotolo of New York City. 

“I told the Embassy man, 
‘My passport is my personal ' 
property,’ and refused to give 
it up.”
